Anderson, Senator Humphrey

debate to. be cut off by a vote 
of 49 Senators. 

Southern Senators have used 
unlimited debate, or filibustering, 
in the past to prevent the Sen- 
ate from voting on some civil 
rights measures. 

Taft said he would like to lib- 
eralize somewhat” the rule re- 
quiring 64 affirmative votes to 
end a filibuster But he said he 
does not believe the Senate 
ought to give up its status as a 
permanent body just because 
some Senators 't like one of 
the rules.” Taft not specify 
what change he would support in 
the debate rule. 

Says 64 Votes Could Be Gotten. 

Taft said he felt that if the 
majority in favor of action was 
large enough and determined 
enough, a filibuster could be 
broken. He added that he thinks 
that on any matter of prime 
national interests, the required 
64 votes to end a filibuster could 
be obtained.

N the Jong list of complaints against wives, husbands who 

have” ven up their marriages as hopeless put nagging at 

the top; it’s remarkable what they'll stand for with the 
patience of Job—and how final they can make their declara- 
tion, That's all!” when discussing, nagging. 

‘Mrs, A. could not deliberately have chosen a surer way 
to break’ up her marriage if she had been determined to do 
it. Here is her letter: “I have been married three years, love 
my husband dearly (or think I do—how does one really 
know?), but I am gradually destroying my home—or he is— 
because I have been nagging, critical, mean and ornery to 
him because he is so conceited, lazy, selfish and a big spender 
of money that we don’t have to spend, Our income is very 
limited. He is really kind and honest and loves me except 
for my nagging. What I want to know, is what I can do to 
help ulm change his attitudes that are hurting our relation- 
ship so dreadfully. In other words, to put it bluntly, is 
there any hope that he will change his damaging habits? 
And if so, how shall I produce this miracle?”
